In response to the dismissed petition issued by the Office of Petitions on September 20, 
2005, enclosed is a Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally 
under 37 CI^ 1.137(b) (2 pp.); Submission of Corrected Formal Drawings (1 pg.); and Corrected 
Formal Drawings (16 sheets, Figs. 1 through 13). 

The above-identified application became abandoned on April 11, 2005 for failure to file a 
timely and proper reply to a notice or action by the United States Patent and Trademark Office. 

A decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed June 24, 2005, to revive the 
above-identified application was dismissed on July 28, 2005 because the drawings provided with 
the petition were deemed unacceptable by the Draftsperson. 

On July 22, 2005 Applicant filed a second petition under 37 CFR 1.1 37(b) to revive the 
above-identified application and the petition was again dismissed on September 20, 2005 
because drawings 1-3B, 5 A, 11 and 13 were deemed unacceptable by the Draftsperson. On 
September 26, 2005 Dawn Greenaway left a message for Draftsperson Joshua Chase regarding 
what was specifically required in order to correct these drawings and in order to obtain approval 
to fax a copy of corrected drawings 1-3B, 5 A, 11 and 13 for his review and approval prior to 
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formally submitting the drawings with the attached Petition for Revival. On September 26, 
2005 Mr. Chase returned Ms. Greenaway's call advising her to email the corrected versions of 
the drawings to him for review. The corrected drawings were emailed to Mr. Chase on 
September 26, 2005. Mr. Chase then responded to Ms. Greenaway's email message advising 
her to remove "Panel A" and "Panel B" from the figure legend of Figure 5 and to place "Figure 
5A" and "Figure 5B" below the respective figures. A copy of the email exchange between Ms. 
Greenaway and Mr. Chase is attached hereto. As such, Applicant has corrected Figures 5A and 
58 as suggested, as well as corrected Figures 1-3B, 1 1 and 13 as advised in the Notice of 
Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review dated September 19, 2005. Applicant understands that 
the formal figures are now in condition for approval by the Draftsperson and as a result the 
above-identified application will be in condition for revival. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the Renewed Petition for Revival. 

Applicant takes this opportunity to point out to the Commissioner that the issue fee was 
paid for this application on January 21, 2005. 

Other than the $750 small entity fee in connection with the Petition for Revival, 
Applicant believes no other fee is due with this statement.
